Heads of Big Four Railway Brotherhoods Summoned to 
Chicago By l^bor Board to Meet With Them 
On Thursday.

Washington, Oct. 18.—The railroad 
strike in all its menacing possibili­ 
ties was put up to the cabinet today 
by President Harding. 
With no signs of a settlement dis­ 
cernible from Washington unless the 
government itself takes action, the 
cabinet prepared for a lengthy ses­ 
sion with the chief executive.
